MIDWINTER REVELRY IN THE CITY 


OF ST. PAUL, MINN. 


Elfilit Thousand Tobogganers Clad la 


Raiment Corneous Thread tho StrooU— 
The Storming of tlio Ico King's Caitle— 
A llyporborocii Saturnalia.^ 


ST. PAUL, Fob. i— Monday night chron- 


icled tho greatest ovont in tho history ol St. 
Paul. Tho Ico Palace, tho erection of. which 
has cost upwards o£ $85,000, was formally 
opouod ami givon over to citizens by G-. R. 
Knch, president of tho Carnival association, 
and Stayer Rico. 
Tho pnlnce is a beautiful 


pioco of architecture, lower walls and turrets 
surrounding in irregular linos a '•"ntral 
tower,-which lifts itself 110 feet in tL"i air. 
Arched gateways outer tbo four walls, and 
numerous holes und windows look out on 
the grounds, which aro richly dressed iu 
evergreens, among which statues oC bronze 
und white metut stand on massive podostals 
of ice. 
Tho grounds havo the appearance o! 


a vast park. 
In tlio inauguration of tint 


euniivnl Monday night festivities wore par- 
ticipated in L>y uniformed show-shoo and 
toboggan clubs from towns surrounding tho 
city. 


A ts o'clock tlio procession was formed 


on Rico park. 
Eight thousand men woro in 


lint, chi'i in vicli colored uniforms of .vari- 
ous styles. 
Tho sight as the lino wended its 


way through tho streets was ona novor to be 
forgotten. 
Tho walls of towering buildings 


were bathed in a glare ot colored lights 
which seemed to roach tho clouds, and 
through tho world of ovor changing hues 
men 
marched 
with 
torches, 
richly 


embroidered 
banners 
and 
beauti- 


ful 
transparencies. 
'Tho 
buildings 


had 
beau 
elaborately 
decorated 


with tiny flags that fluttered iu tho wind. 
Heavy bannoi-s hunf; in graceful curves 
from 
corniuos and arcuetrasos. 
Tho air 


shook with tho roiir of artillery, tho clash of 
bauds, tui'l wild .->hout of participants. 
It 


seomecl a pandemonium, a voritablo bypor- 
boreun saturnalia. 
Housetops and windows 


woro crowded with spectators. Tho tower 
ot tho chamber ot coinmorco building and 
the Ryan hotel were black with people, who 
-,:ood in tho biting wind and watched tho 
procession, which wound like a huge snake 
with phosphorescent skin through tho city.

Mr. Gludstono roturnod to London Mon-

The Very Able Address of S. B 


Smith.

Thero was a good attendance ut th 


meeting oC tbe Business Men's aesooia 
lion last evening. It was tbe tirst moot 
ing ot tbe second year ot its existenc 
and the newly elected officers assume 
t leir duties. The president. Mr. Stanle 
B. Smith, stated that in the rrinark 
which he fthonld make, he was express 
iag only his own views, not those of th 
association or of any other person or pe 
sons. He [then delivered tho followin 
Address:

tion: 
Tho ablo und eumpleto report m:irli> L 


the retiring president of tho cloinx* uf th 
organization during the live months of i 
existence makes unnecessary any review 
Its past history. Tho unexpected Inereas 
In Its membership, tho variety ot topic 
which have come before It for consldori 
tion, the Interest which hits been manlfos 
ed In Its meetings and the projects for u< 
vanclng tho city's welfare which have hei 
had their origin or received now Impulse 
—all attest the wisdom ot the cstablisl 
mout ot this Association. 


It Is undeniable that in the race t'i 


prominence, Janosvillo has fallen behln 
her sister cities of Wisconsin. Whethi 
tills fact Is to bo attributed to nntur 
causes, or to adverse circumstances whic 
could not be controlled, or to tho apath 
and want of foresight of hercltizens, ther 
will btt no effort at tho present time to di 
termlne. It la true that Janesvllle has m 
enjoyed tlie important and often advent 
tlous aids which have contributed to tl 
development ot other towns. It has ha 
no advantage to correspond to tho iak 
commerce of llacine.or to the resources o 
the vast forests of Oshkosh and Ea 
Clalre.or to tlio favors which the State an 
nation havo poured with bounteous plon 
teousness into tho lap ot Madison. Janes 
vlllo has had to bo contented with tli 
prosperity which h.is come from the sui 
rounding "prairies, from tho utilization c 
tho river by which It is bisected, and Iron 
tho railroads whose favors have been s 
moagerly and reluctantly accorded to ou 
people. It Is possible that tho wisest an 
completost use has not been made of sue 
ad\-antages as are possessed, but it can b 
confidently claimed that for beauty of sit 
Utttion, for diversity of scenery, for th 
efficiency of Its police ar.d fire depart 
ments, for tho excellence ot its education 
ul system, for the economical adralnistra 
tion otltsmunlcipal government, and fo 
tho thrifty, Intelligent and Industrie!] 
Character 'of Its Inhabitants, Janosvlll 
takes r.o second place In the sisterlioo 
of Wisconsin cities. 


ITS conireaciAi, STANDING. 


It Is perhaps ton or moro years ago tha 


tho '"Galaxy", magazine ot New York, pub 
llshed an elaborate paper on lluulcipa 
indebtedness by Mr. H. B. Porter, th 
statlsclan. In that paper It was show 
that of all tho cities of tho Union of cqua 
or greater importance than Jonosvilh 
there wero but four whoso Indobtednes 
was less. At that time our municipal lin 
billty was much greater than It now Is 
but at no date within many years has i 
been as large as tho city taxes levied I 
any one year: and it could have boon ll<| 
uidated at any time without the hurdii 
being in any degree onerous. Tho bun.I 
outstanding against the city at tho p. 
ent time amount to $3,500, a beggarlj 
sum when compared to the corporate lla 
billtles of tho other cities of the North 
west. This flattering condition of our 
11 


nanclal standing Is not to be attribute 
alone to tho chronic disinclination ot' ou 
people to adopt every real or Imagiimn 
Improvement which may bo suggested 
but to tho fact that rings, jobs, scheme 
and steals, have never been recognized o 
Indispensable adjuncts to our luuniclpn 
government. 
If errors Have been madi 


they have been In tlio direction of euono 
my rather than ot extravagance; and i 
our development has been slow, it lias no 
been at the expense of solvency und In 
togrity. And this lends to a. word regard 
Ing tlie commercial credit of our business 
men. Tho statement is believed to be un 
reservedly true that their standing for 11 
nanclal strength and mercantile houur Is 
not surpassed, if It Is equalled, by (in> 
town in our great country. Many, yours 
have passed slnco a failure has takei 
place in Janosville which has been In th 
least degree serious or which has causei 
more than the gossip ot a day. Tho class 
of men who suffer from periodical collaps- 
es or who for other reasons cannot get t 
rat'ug at tlie commercial agencies, do nol 
find a permanent abiding-place within oui 
borders. Tho operations of. our citizens 
Mv« been conducted for the purpose of 
t-i .1 ^ ...g lasting success rather than mak- 
ing u temporary dlsalay: the legends that 
announced the establishment Of now firms 
more than a generation ago, still announce 
that they a,-o doing business at the old 
stand, and conservatism instead ot innova- 
tion is now, as it always has been, the 
rule in Janesvillo. 


CONCERNING INSURANCE. 


'ThisjAssoclatlon has found it necessary 


to add to its original committees one on 
Insurance. 
In no branch ot business does 


there seem to bo such an Irrepressible 
conflict between tlio two parties to u con- 
tract as thero Is between tho company 
taking tho risk on one hand and tho party 
taking out the risk on tho other. Tho out 
come of this effort on tho part of each to 
circumvent tho other Is that an Insurance 
policy contains a medley ot provisions, 
conditions, directions, and restrictions, all 
tending to lessen tho liability ot: the com. 
pany; which complication Is only surpassed 
by the length, variety, complexity and 
prolllxty of the enactments ot tho legisla- 
ture, which mainly tend to annoy and un- 
settle the companies. 
The political au- 


thorities burden them with fees, licenses 
and taxes; exact from them numberless 
statements and reports; hedge them about 
with restraints as multitudinous as tiiey 
are tantalizing, and follow them with a 
vigilance which becomes almost persecu- 
tion. On tho other hand the companies 
amalgamate and form a practical monopo- 
ly; they avail themselves of every pretext 
to advance rates, and placo the manage- 
ment of their affairs In the hands of non- 
resident managers who may often be un- 
scrupulous, Incompetent or Irresponsible. 
Among tho abuses which arise under the 
present laws may bo mentioned that which 
comes from, the provision giving to tho 
state commissioner of Insurance one-half 
of .all penalties which may be recovered in 
actions against companies that have not 
compiled with tho law. It Is estimated 
that judgments to tho amount of S300.000 
will bo token In suits begun in tho past 
year; and It will bo necessary for tho com- 
missioner to collect but a small per cont- 
ago of this sum to bo in receipt of an enor- 
mous Income from his moieties. 
In our 


system of government there should bo no 
contingency whereby a public officer tan 
possibly be tho recipient of such royal rev- 
enues. 


Tho number of insurance companies 
represented by agents In this city is about 
seventy: tho number of policies issued 
annually Is nsarly li.oou which will average 
$1,000 each making $2,000,000.00 covered 
by Insurance, and tho amount annually re- 
ceived for premiums Is ovar $30,000.00. 
Those policies together with all others Is- 
sued In tho principal places of Eock, Green, 
and 
Walworth 
counties 
are Altered 


through 
tho hands of ouo agent who 


!n known as a manager, who may 
accept, 
modify 
or 
reject 
them 


as ho feels disposed. Thus all legitimate 
competition is throttled; and a branch of 
business In which every property owner 
1» Interested, Is under the autocratic dic- 
tation ot one man. Many of our citizens 
Teel thkt Janosvlllo has suffered from this 
Condition of things: and It Is tha provlicD i 


ot this Association to seek relief from this j 
thraldom and to mate an earnest effort to 
hare the business placed on H proper 
basis.

the statement will probably not be 


questioned that this city made-a great 
mistake In permitting railroads to cut us 
off ou every side without protest or oppo- 
sition. In'theso days, railroads and civi- 
lization arc almost Interchangeable terms: 
and thero Is a mutual dependence between 
the roads and the people whom they servo 
for Increased activity and prosperity. Far 
back In tho tittles the Monroo branch of 
tho Milwaukee road and tho line from Chi- 
cago to Fond du Lac were built through 
the city. Since that time—a period of 
thirly years—no additional facilities for 
transportation have been furnished to our 
people, except the two links which unite 
Janesvillo to Beloit and Afton. Attention 
is often called to the humiliating tact that 
with thirty or moro passenger trains of 
varying degrees of discomfort and Inele- 
gance which arrive at und depart from our 
stations dally, not a sleeping, parlor or 
dining car is attached to any of them. 
A 


strong urgency exists for tlio extension of 
the Monroe Branch to Dubuque. A direct 
outlet is needed in that direction for our 
manufactured products, and It would seem 
that tho execution of such a project would 
bo ot inestimable benefit to the road it- 
self. During tho past few years tho Mil- 
waukee lino has treated Janesville with 
considerable consideration and generosi- 
ty—it has erected here one of Its most 
spacious and handsome passenger build- 
ings and has Increased its train service to 
the very -great convenience ot the travel- 
Ing public. It would however seem as 
though the genius ot thosa in authority 
might devise some improvement In its 
method of running trains between Junes- 
vlllo and Milwaukee: tho two oast-bound 
trains now leaving this city about noon- 
two mid one-half hours apart und tho re- 
turn trains reaching Janosville hi the ev- 
ening just threo hours apart. 


On the Northwestern Koad a quarter of 


a century has soon but little chango In tho 
condition of Its affairs at this point. 
In 


fact, excluding tho alleged trains on tho 
Afton cut-off, the facilities offered aro not 
as good as they were twenty-flvo years 
ago. Tho fastest and handsomest trains 
of the company then passed through this 
city and it was possible to take a night 
trip to Chicago without hazarding health 
at a small, cold and dirty country station 
waiting for snow-bound cars. In all that 
twonty-flvo years the Northwestern com- 
pany has not erected a building, or run a 
track or executed a project which has boer. 
a credit to itself or of any groat benefit to 
this city. Our pushing neighbor, Beloit, 
secured tlio outlay by tho two Railroad 
companies at one time, of thirty thousand 
dollars for side tracks to their factories, 
and other Improvements, while Janesvillp 
has novor been tho bonoflciary of any coi 
sldorablc fraction ot such a'sum. 


At the presentft.imo our citizens havo 


hopeful fooling that a connection may 1 
made between this place and tho Madlso 
Division in tho vicinity of Evansviilo. 
committee of this Association has late, 
had a conference with President Keep c 
tho Northwestern road regarding this ei 
torprise, though with what results tho fu 
ture alone can determine. 
Opinions ar 


not in harmony as to tho best means c 
coramunlcatinc with the country to th 
northwest of this city. Tho general sei 
tlment has perhaps been to build a Jin 
directly from Janesvillo to Evansvll 
uniting the two divisions of the North 
western—which, It Is understood, won! 
cost about S175,000, besides tho right 
way. On the part of many persons wh 
have given thought to tlio subject, ther 
Is a feeling that an effort to get tho Ml 
waukoo road to build an extension from 
Janosville to Evansviilo and thence wes 
would be productive of tho best results- 
With the Increased patronage which th 
generous management of this company 
securing at this point thero is a quite gen 
eral opinion that advances made in behalf 
ot such a proposition would not be me 
with disdain or disfavor. Among tho poo 
plo ot Fulton and Porter a strong supper1 
would be given to a road passing throug 
their territory: and a lino buiit by th 
Northwestern company on the old survo 
to Madison by way of Cooksvillo whic 
was made many years ago and on whic 
the road-bed was partially graded woul 
bo desirable and profitable.

mate places tho annual receipts ot till 
company at a quarter of a million of dol 
lars at this point and its exchequer Im 
been enriched by millions of dollars fron 
this station tor which there has been n 
proper recognition either In Improvement 
or In service: and It would seem thatn do 
cent respect for the uncomplaining sup 
port which It has had from this city, un 
an inclination to meet its long-suft'orin, 
patrons halt way In these matters whic 
are mutually advantageous, should loa> 
the Northwestern company to devote on 
year's contributions of our people toward 
?lving Janesvillo a Northwesterly outlet 
It must not bo forgotten that this Is tli 
most Important station on tlio WIsconsi; 
Division between Chicago and Fond du 
Lac, a distance ot one hundred and seven 
ty-six miles; and there can bo no mis 
statement of fact In saying that tor a pine 
which furnishes so large a revenue It re 
:elves the most Inadequate returns fron 
the Chicago & Northwestern company 
ot any city In Wisconsin. 


In this connection reference should bi 


made to 


THE MOST URGENT NEED 


which exists for a railroad track beginning 
at tlio lower cotton factory and extondini 
mrallol with the river by the extonslv< 
.vortcs of the McLean Woolen Mills and the 
Tancsville Machine Company to tbo num 
orous concerns which are situated on tin 
upper water power—a distance of fully two 
miles. Such a line would reach nearly ul 
of tho large manufacturing establishment 
of the city, would relievo tho present over 
crowded cur yards of tho railroad coropan. 
panics, .and would dispense with tho ox- 
>ense and delay Incurred in hauling every 
lound of stuff used to and from the sta- 
ilons. Allusion has already been made to 
;ho verv superior facilities which tho cltj 
>f Boloit possesses; for it has notafactop 
>f any consequence by whoso doors rnil- 
•oad tracks uro not laid. There is a gen 
eral understanding that the Milwaukee 
•ompany Is ready and anxious either to 
build such a track as is needed on Its own 
account, or to join In tha project with Its 
ompetltor; but for some Inscrutable roa- 
on the Northwestern management wll 
lot permit either of these designs to be 
urried into effect..

oncems in tlie city. It is believed that 
earccly any of the' many matters which 
re being canvassed for tho benefit ot 
anosvllle are of more Importance than the 
ne which has been thus briefly eonsid- 
red.

The apprehensions of a ponder- 
ous municipal debt with the inevitable re. 
suit of enormous taxes together with tin. 
fear (if jobbery, have always operated to 
priivunli favorable action oi'i any proposi- 
tion. There seems to bo n general senti 
ment, however, at the present time, that 
the great number of these works in ou 
own und adjoining states will enable us to 
prollt by the knowledge and mistakes o 
others; [and thus avoid those blunder! 
which greatly add to the original cost unc 
have been the cause ot tho great expense 
and irrl'jatlon which huvo often acconipan 
led the execution of these enterprises.
